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Anita Sather: Huntingdon’s 
Main Street Manager

Huntingdon’s downtown area is getting a “new 
look,” and at the heart of this economic development 
project is Juniata alumnus Anita Sather ’81, 
Huntingdon’s Main Street Manager. 

The Main Street program in Huntingdon 1s 
relatively young and historic preservation is one of the 
goals. Sather is the first Main Street Manager and has 
been on the job 1% years. Sponsored by Huntingdon 
Revitalization and Development and the borough, 
Main Street is funded in part by a grant from the 
Pennsylvania Department of Community Affairs. 

According to Sather, Huntingdon is one of 23 
“Main Street” towns in Pennsylvania. ‘The Main Street 
approach was originally developed by the National 
Trust for Historic Preservation to stimulate downtown 
economic development in small cities while conserving 
structures of historic significance or architectural 
value. Main Street programs now exist in Colorado, 
Georgia, North Carolina, Massachusetts, and Texas as 
well as Pennsylvania. 

Sather reports that Huntingdon’s Main Street 
project is focusing on four key areas: organization, 
promotion, design and economic restructuring. 

“Organization is needed to coordinate the efforts of 
all parties. involved with the revitalization of downtown 
Huntingdon, including government officials, 
merchants, property owners, financial institutions, 
historic preservation groups and the entire 
community. My role as Main Street Manager is to 
coordinate the efforts to build an effective network 
and create a more positive image of downtown 
Huntingdon,” says Sather. 

The area of town focused on in the Main Street 
program is the section between Ninth and Second 
streets and from Mifflin Street to the railroad tracks. 
Since the Main Street program has been operating, 
Sather reports a 50 percent drop in storefront 
vacancies in this area and property improvements to 
27 storefronts totaling $35 million. In addition to 
improvements to storefronts, Main Street is concerned 
with beautifying the general downtown area. Last year 
it supported a project which put flowerboxes on the 
meterposts downtown. 

“Although design is only one element needed to 
improve economic conditions, it does outwardly 
demonstrate the quality of the downtown,” says + 
Sather. “It is the most visible sign that something is 
being accomplished and it is the first thing a customer 
notices and subconsciously considers before entering a

programs exist in other states. 


store or business,” she adds. 

Main Street also has been active in the area of 
promotions. Last spring, it organized a community 
festival held at Blair Field. To be an annual event, the 
next “Springfest” will feature an antique car show and 
craft displays along with games, bands and food 
booths. Also planned are a community church service 
and a “Little Princess” contest. The first Fall Family 
Festival in Huntingdon was also held last year. 

“We think a sense of community pride and 
involvement is an important part of what we’re trying 
to accomplish with the Main Street program,” Sather 
says. 

Another type of promotion Main Street is using is 
cooperative advertising campaigns such as “The Game 
of Huntingdon,” loosely based on the popular 
“Monopoly” board game. Ads for local merchants paid 
for the production of the games and profits from sales 
will go to the Main Street program to support its 
activities. 

Sather says that the most difficult aspect of her job 
is recruiting new businesses. 

“The biggest complaint we hear about downtown 
Huntingdon is the lack of selection. But in a county 


hike Huntingdon which has a population of only 
42,000, it is difficult to attract businesses looking for a 
high volume of sales,” says Sather. 

Sather sees a definite need for more interaction 
between the college and the community. “There are 
1,200 students there that have previously been 
marketed very little,” she says. Sather notes that, 
considering each student spends around $700 per 
year, these students contribute more than $800,000 to 
the area. It is also estimated that more than 20,000 
people visit the campus each year for special events, 
conferences and entertainment. 

Sather has been involving Juniata students in the 
Main Street project by employing them as interns and 
to conduct market surveys. 

Kathy Crowley 85 compiled a directory showing 
what goods and services are available in the 
Huntingdon area. Christine Muha ’85 produced a 
brochure entitled “Market Information for Planning 
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and Development” targeted for businesses considering 
locating in Huntingdon. Also, two groups of 
marketing students did surveys for Main Street. One 
compared prices in Huntingdon to prices of similar 
products in Altoona and State College. The other 
surveyed the attitudes of college students towards the 
downtown. 

A business administration/communications major, 
Sather says her education at Juniata has been 
beneficial in her position as Main Street Manager. 

“I’ve learned that what I studied in college doesn’t 
always apply directly to the job I’m working on,” she 
says. “But the skills [ learned have been an asset in 
many areas.”

Dr. Neff Elected Ninth President 


Dr. Robert W. Neff, General Secretary of the 
Church of the Brethren, has been elected the ninth 
president of Juniata College effective July 1, 1986. 

In announcing Dr. Neff’s selection, Dr. Charles C. 
Ellis °40 chairman of Juniata’s Board of Trustees, said 
the election was unanimously approved by the 
Executive Committee of the Board at a special 
meeting held Dec. 30 in Huntingdon. 

“We are particularly fortunate to have attracted an 
internationally known person of the caliber of Dr. 
Neff,” Dr. Ellis said. “He will bring wisdom, great 
energy and deep commitment to bear on the future of 
Juniata College.” 

Dr. Neff will succeed Dr. Frederick M. Binder who 
will be retiring June 30 after 11 years as Juniata’s 
president and 26 years as a college president. Prior to 
coming to Juniata, Dr. Binder served as president of 
Whittier College in California and Hartwick College in 
New York. Following his retirement, Dr. Binder will 
spend a year as a visiting lecturer in American history 
at the University of Leeds in England. 

Currently a resident of Elgin, Ill., headquarters for 
the Church of the Brethren, Dr. Neff, 49, was born in 
Lancaster then moved to Williamsburg and 
Huntingdon while his father, the late Wilbur H. Neff 
40, taught at Juniata. 

In 1958, Dr. Neff received his B.S. degree from 
The Pennsylvania State University and went on to 
receive B.D., M.A. and Ph.D. degrees from Yale 
University in 1961, 1964 and 1969 respectively. In 
1974-75, Dr. Neff studied at Cambridge University in 
England, and also has studied at Karls-Eberhard 
Universitat in Tubingen, Germany as well as in Israel. 
A member of Omicron Delta Kappa and a former 
Danforth Fellow, Dr. Neff has been listed in Who’s 
Who in America and Outstanding Educators of the United 
States. He is a member of the Society for Values in 
Higher Education and is the author of several articles 
and papers. Dr. Neff holds honorary Doctor of 
Divinity degrees from Juniata and Manchester (Ind.) 
colleges and an honorary Doctor of Humane Letters 
from Bridgewater College (Va.). 

Dr. Neff was appointed assistant pastor of the First 
Congressional Church on the Green in New Haven, 
Conn. in 1958. From 1959 to 1961, he served as youth 
minister of the First Congressional Church in 
Cheshire, Conn. Dr. Neff accepted the post of 
assistant professor of biblical studies at Bridgewater 
College in 1964. In 1965, he was appointed assistant 
professor of biblical studies at Bethany Theological 
Seminary in Oak Brook, Ill., and was promoted to 
associate professor in 1970 andl professor in 1973. 

In 1977, Dr. Neff was named to his present position 
as General Secretary of the Church of the Brethren. 
As chief executive officer of the Church, Dr. Neff has

been responsible for a budget of $15 million and a 
staff of more than 400 employees. 

Dr. Neff’s mother, Hazel M. Neff ’49 of Lancaster, 
also is a Juniata graduate as is his wife, the former 
Dorothy W. Rosewarne ’59 and his son, C. Scott ’83, 
currently the assistant manager of a restaurant in 
Elgin, Ill. The Neffs also have a daughter, Heather, 
who is currently in the 10th grade at the Elgin 
Academy. 

The presidential search, which culminated in the 
election of Dr. Neff, was conducted over a 12 month 
period on an open and nationwide basis. According to 
Henry H. Gibbel ’57 of Lititz, chairman of the Board 
of Trustee’s Presidential Search Committee, hundreds 
of individuals advised, participated in and contributed 
to the search process. The committee sent personal 
letters to some 250 trustees, key alumni and parents, 
college presidents, business and community leaders, 
Juniata personnel and other friends of the college 
seeking nominations. In addition, the position was 
advertised in The Chronicle of Higher Education. 


“Our committee considered the credentials of 102 
candidates,” Gibbel said. “The quality of the 


candidates was impressive which speaks well of the 
reputation and strength of Juniata College.” Following 
an extensive review process which included personal 
interviews, the committee identified the top three 
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candidates. Those individuals and their wives were 
brought to Juniata in early December for interviews 
and meetings with trustees, faculty, administrative 
staff and students. Dr. Neff’s election was officially 
announced at a press conference held Jan. 3. 

“Dr. Neff is a person of strong character and high 
ethical standards. He is enthusiastic, vigorous and an 
excellent communicator,” Gibbel added. “A persuasive 
and knowledgeable individual, Dr. Neff is skilled in 
the art of conflict resolution and diplomacy. His 
judgments are good and he inspires trust and 


confidence.” 


Serving with Gibbel on the Presidential Selection 
Committee were trustees John McN. Cramer ’63 of 
Pittsburgh, Warren F. Groff ’49 of Oak Brook, Il., W. 
Newton Long ’40 of Atlanta, Ga., Betty F. Simpson ’49 
of Tyrone, Robert E. Wagoner ’53 of Stamford, 
Conn., Harold B. Brumbaugh ’33 of Huntingdon and 
Charles C. Ellis 40 of Washington, D.C. The 
committee also was assisted by an advisory committee 
comprised of three faculty members, two students and 
three alumni.

CASE Presents Top Award to Kennedy 


Dr. Edwin L. Kennedy, a 
prominent member of Juniata’s 
Board of Trustees, has been named 
the 1985 Volunteer of the Year in 
education by the Council for 
Advancement and Support of 
Education (CASE). 

Kennedy, who was selected for 
the honor from a field of 45 
nominees, received his award Oct. 
22 at a gala celebration in 
Washington, D.C. The award 
recognizes the numerous volunteer 
projects he has undertaken at nine 
different colleges and universities 
including Juniata and his alma 
mater, Ohio University. Kennedy’s 
service to higher education dates 
back to 1954. 

A resident of New Vernon, N.]J., 
Kennedy is a retired senior partner 
of the international investment firm 
of Lehman Brothers, Kuhn, Loeb, 
Inc., the firm he has been associated 
with since 1941. He currently serves 
on the Board of Directors of the 
Kerr-McGee Corporation, and is a 
former director of the Ingram 
Corporation, Oil Shale Corporation, 
Sunlite Oil Company, Ltd., Tosco, 
Republic National Gas, Murphy 
Corporation and Southern 
Production. In addition to Juniata’s 
board, where he has served since 
1969, Kennedy also is a trustee at 
Ohio University and Hiram College, 
and is actively involved with several 
other colleges and universities. 

Kennedy has served Juniata as 
honorary chairman of the Margin 
of Difference campaign completed 
in 1976 and the Sports+ Recreation 
Center phase of the Century II 
Campaign. Juniata’s new Kennedy 





Sports + Recreation Center is 
dedicated to Kennedy and his late 
wife, Ruth E. Kennedy. 

After graduating from Ohio 
University, Kennedy taught in the 
Ohio public schools and then did 
graduate work at Ohio State 
University and the Harvard 
University Graduate School of 
Business Administration. He holds 
honorary doctorates from several 
institutions including an L.H.D. 
from Juniata awarded in 1977, the 
year he was the college’s 
Commencement speaker. 

Kennedy’s early business career 
included work in commercial 
banking and private investment 
advising, at which time he 
developed a strong interest in the 
energy and petroleum field. Under 
Kennedy’s direction, the petroleum 
and natural gas field became one of 
Lehman Brothers most important 
financial activities. 

CASE established its Volunteer of 
the Year award in 1983 to recognize

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Publication Lists Juniata 
“Best Buy” in Education

Juniata College is considered one 
of the best buys among colleges and 
universities in the United States, 
according to the newly published 
book, Best Buys in College Education. 

Written by Edward B. Fiske, 
education editor of The New York 
Times, and published by Times 
Books, the book surveyed the 
nation’s 2,000 four-year institutions 
and selected some 200 “that offer 
high quality education at reasonable 
cost,” according to the author. 

In the book’s introduction, Fiske 
writes, “T’o say that something is a 
bargain is to make a relative 
judgement about quality in relation 
to price. In the case of a college or 
university, this means the quality of 
the education in relation to what the 
consumer pays in the form of 
tuition, room and board.” 

Fach college and university listed 
in the book is profiled in detail, 
providing information on location, 
costs, financial aid, SAT/ACT 
scores, student profiles, academic 
program, special opportunities and 
other key information, including 
comments from students, faculty 
and administrators. 

In his review of Juniata, Fiske 
notes the high proportion of 
students that end up with significant 
academic careers and the high 
acceptance rate into graduate 
schools. “All of Juniata’s students 
have something few other college 
undergrads do — self-designed 
majors. .. These enable them to 
choose one major discipline or 
multiple majors and design their 
own programs,” Fiske says. “To 
help with these Programs of 
Emphasis, each student has two 
advisers, one from the student’s 
area of study and one from another 
field for a different perspective. 
Professors teach only two courses 
each 10-week term to assure 
students their attention.” 
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The book also points out a variety 
of special opportunities available to 
Juniata students including the 
Washington Semester program, 
research projects, internships and 
numerous study-abroad possibilities. 
“Students can also take advantage of 
the 375-acre environmental-studies 
field station at the nearby Raystown 
Lake resort,” Fiske notes. 

“The food in the lone cafeteria is 
praised, whether from the hot line, 
the deli line or the salad bar,” Fiske 
states. He also discussed the 
college’s annual social events such as 
Mountain Day, Raft Regatta, mud 
volleyball, Madrigal Dinner and All- 
Class Night. Fiske quotes one 
Juniata student as saying, “We 
aren’t a suitcase school. It’s too 
much fun here.” Athletic 
opportunities, from varsity teams to 
intramural sports, also are 
discussed. 

In noting the academic strength 
of Juniata and the quality of its 
graduates, Fiske also writes about 
the loyalty of Juniata alumni. “At a 
time when the national average for 
donations by graduates hovers 
between 20 and 25 percent, 





Juniata’s average in the last decade 
is more than 40 percent and has 
been as high as 52 percent. That’s a 
measure of the intense loyalty the 
students feel for Juniata. As one 
pre-med major puts it, ‘No place in 
the world could match what I have 
here.” 

In addition to Best Buys in College 
Education, Juniata’s academic 
excellence was recognized recently 
by U.S. News and World Report in its 
1985 Study of Colleges and 
Universities. In that survey, Juniata 
was listed as one of the 90 best 
liberal arts colleges in the country. 
The survey defines liberal arts 
colleges as the “most selective 
colleges that award more than 50 
percent of their baccalaureate 
degrees in liberal arts disciplines 
and attract students from most of 
the 50 states.” 

Named with Juniata in the U.S. 
News study are such institutions as 
Amherst, Williams, Mount Holyoke, 
Skidmore, Wake Forest, Colgate, 
Washington and Lee, Oberlin, 
Haverford and Swathmore. 

Earlier this year, Juniata was 
listed in Peterson’s Competitive Colleges 
for the second year in a row. 
Published by Peterson’s Guides of 
Princeton, N.J., the book presents 
data profiles of 316 colleges and 
universities that consistantly have 
more applicants with above-average 
credentials than they can accept. 


Juniata’s inclusion in several key publications and studies confirms what alumni have known for 
years. The college provides tts students with an excellent education. 





Juniata president, Dr. Frederick 
M. Binder, noted that only two 
Pennsylvania colleges are included 
in all three of these publications and 
studies. “I am very pleased and 
proud that Juniata is one of those 
two institutions,” he said. 

“These important sources of 
recognition underscore what we 
have known for many years,” Dr. 
Binder said. “Juniata is one of the 
finest institutions in the country. 
Our students receive an excellent 
education and go on to important 
careers. And the loyalty of our 
alumni is a tribute to this success 
which continues to receive the 
national recognition it deserves.” [_]

To aid alumni in addressing their 
financial planning needs, Juniata 
College hosted Personal Financial 
Planning Seminars in Harrisburg 
and Pittsburgh. Each seminar took 
the form of a panel presentation by 
an accountant, an attorney, a bank 
trust officer and a financial planner. 

The seminars began with a 
consideration of income taxes and 
how to plan receipt or defferal of 
income, deductions and credits for 
best tax advantage. Next the 
discussion turned to federal gift and 
estate taxes, the way the system is 
structured, and what planning 
devices can be used to minimize 
legitimately, Uncle Sam’s share in a 
person’s estate. The tax 
backgrounds set the stage for the 
third presentation, which focused 
on the need for a current Will and 
the use of trusts, both for income 
tax and estate plarining. Finally, the 
fourth presentation dealt with the 
means of funding a personal 
financial plan through stock, 
insurance and other investments.

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Outdoor Laboratory 
Student Studies Alaskan Fossils 


When Paul Wagner ’86 went to 
work in Fairbanks, Alaska, he gave 
new meaning to the term “summer 
job.” 

The Juniata senior from 
Narberth, Pa. spent last summer as 
a volunteer paleontologist for the 
Bureau of Land Management 
(BLM), a division of the 
Department of Interior. As a 
paleontologist, he looked for fossils 
of animals frozen in the permafrost 
and uncovered in Alaskan gold 
mines. Part of the role of the BLM 
is to monitor federal lands on which 
there are mining claims. In 
Wagner's capacity as an agent of the 
BLM, he visited gold mines 
checking for fossil finds among the 
mined rock. 

“Its hard to believe, but ‘gold 
fever’ is still alive in Alaska,” says 
Wagner. “People come up on their 
vacations to look for gold in the 
rivers and streams—it’s like the gold 
rush never ended,” he adds. 

“Part of my job was public 
relations,” Wagner explains. “Many 
miners were afraid that if we found 
fossils in their mine they'd be closed 
down or their work would be 
limited. We had to convince them 
that this wouldn’t happen. We tried 
to get the miners excited about the 
fossils, convince them to collect 


animals as the sabertooth cat, wooly 
mammoth and a species of 
American lion. 

“I had to learn a lot about 
anatomy for the job,” says Wagner, 
“like how to identify a left bison 
tibia from a smal] fragment.” 

“Many of the fossils we found 
were of species similar to present 
day mammals but are what we call 
‘megafauna’ which means they were 
much larger. For example, the stag 
moose which was common at that 
time period had an antler span of 
over 14 feet.” 

Wagner found the position with 
the BLM through the Student 
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Conservation Association based in 
Charleston, N.H. ‘Through this 
organization, college and high 
school students can acquire 
volunteer jobs in wildlife research 
and other related areas. Jobs are 
available with such agencies as the 
Department of Interior and 
National Park Service. Wagner’s 
position was volunteer, but his 
travel and living expenses were paid 
for by the BLM. 

Alaska, however, was not 
Wagner’s first experience with field 
work. During the summer of 1984, 
he spent six weeks in the 
Chihuahua Desert in Mexico

studying invertebrate marine fossils 
with a group from the Princeton 
University geology department. His 
research there became the subject of 
an independent study with Dr. J. 
Peter Trexler, professor of geology 
at Juniata. 

“It was interesting work,” says 
Wagner. “Because of the 
geographical features of the land, 
such as the surrounding mountains, 
there were a large number of 
endemic species—species particular 
to that small region.” 

With a major in natural history, 
Wagner says he has always been 
interested in museums. His desire to 
study both geology and biology, he 
says, led him to an interest in 
paleontology, which encompasses 
both fields. He says he hasn’t yet 
decided what area he’d like to 
concentrate on in graduate studies, 
but a return to Alaska is a definite 
possibility. “It’s beautiful country,” 
says Wagner, “and for me the work 
was ideal.” 

Wagner is currently working on a 
paper to be published jointly with 
his supervisor at the BLM based on 
their work last summer. [ ]

opikers Finish Another Big Season

The Juniata women’s volleyball 
team put the finishing touches on 
their “storybook season” with a trip 
to the NCAA Division III National 
Tournament in Elmhurst, Dl., Dec. 
13-14. 

The story began in early 
September when 14 athletes, 
destined to become a “Cinderella 
squad,” prepared for a competitive 
season of volleyball. 

The team, comprised of five 
freshmen, four sophomores, four 
juniors and one senior, had 
everyone believing that this would 
be a year of rebuilding. 

“This was a unique team, it was 
basically supposed to be a 
rebuilding year. At the start of the 
season we felt we would be strongly 
by the end of the year,” said Coach 
Larry Bock. 

As the season progressed and the 
pages turned, the Indians could 
only muster second place finishes in 
the Mansfield Tournament, the 
Juniata Classic, the Loyola 
Invitational and the Indian 
Invitational. However, the Indians 
owned a 27-5 record and a top 10 
ranking in early November. 

“It was important that everyone 
kept their heads on straight when 
we lost. The losses were constructive 
and positive. We knew the areas we 
needed to improve on and worked 
very hard to fine tune everything,” 
Bock added. 

When others were doubting the 
ladies ability to win a tournament 
they continued to believe in 
themselves. It paid off. 
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The Indians entered the Middle 
Atlantic Conference (MAC) 
Championships with a first round 
match against rival Western 
Maryland College. A 15-9, 14-16, 
15-6 victory over the Green Terrors 
set the pace for the two day event. 
The Tribe breezed through pool 
play, semi-finals and finals to win 
their fifth consecutive MAC title 
and their first tournament of the 
1985 season. The championship 
earned the seventh ranked ladies an 
automatic bid to the NCAA Division 
IIT playoffs. 

“Our goal each year is to do well 
in the MAC Championship. 
Winning the MAC made this season 
an extremely successful one,” Bock 
said. 

The young team continued to 
believe in themselves. The NCAA 
seedings had Juniata paired against 
Messiah College in first round 
action. The winner would face 
Grove City College. Grove City had 
a 44-0 record, the number one 
ranking in the country and two 
previous victories over the blue and 
gold Indians. 

The Indian spikers trounced 
Messiah 15-3, 15-4, 15-6. Grove City 
became their next victim, The 
Wolverines went down 15-9, 15-10, 
9-15, 15-10. The victory received 
national attention as a 44 game 
winning streak came to a halt. 

The two victories earned the 
Indians q home site for the NCAA 
quarterfinals. More than 600 fans 
looked on as Juniata and Cortland 
State (NY) battled for the rights to a 
final four bid.

Juniata jumped out to 9-5 
and 7-2 leads in the first and second 
games but the Blue Jays came back 
to defeat the Indians 15-9, 15-10, 
15-11. Junior All-Conference 
selection Mariella Gacka led the 
team in the perfect passing 
department with 18 while Spring 
Grove graduates Carolyn 
Stambaugh ’87 and Jackie Rebert 
°89 combined for 18 kills. 

The Indians’ hopes of a National 
Championship were out of reach 
with the Elmhurst loss but a victory 
over the University of Wisconsin-La 
Crosse would give the ladies a third 
place finish. The University of 
LaVerne took second and Elmhurst 
wears the 1985 National 
Championship Crown. Stambaugh 
collected 15 kills and Jodi Cox ’88 
added 10 to aid in a 16-14, 15-5, 
15-7 whipping of the Wisconsin 
team. The Indians closed their book 
with a 40-8 record. 


“We wanted to enjoy ourselves in 
NCAA’s and play as well as we 
could with no undo pressure. Since 
we drew a tough bracket, I think 
this was the right attitude. Everyone 
played to their true potential. We 
peaked in performance at the right 
time,” Bock said. 

Several individuals received 
special honors for their ’85 season 
performances. 

“The individual awards were all 
very well deserved and I hope that 
every team member takes great 
pride in these individual 
accomplishments because in 
volleyball individual success can’t be 
attained without a superb 
supporting cast,” Bock said. 

Beth Hoppel and Mariella Gacka 
earned spots on the MAC All 
Conference team, while Lori Bason 
was named to the GTE Academic 
All-America second team and the 
Middle Atlantic Conference 
Academic team for her 
performance on the court as well as 
in the classroom. Hoppel was placed 
on the Russell All-America first 
team as the top national Division III 
setter. Hoppel also received 
honorable mention on the District 
IJ GTE Academic team.

Alumni Campaign Moves Ahead 


September was a busy month on 
the Juniata campus. Along with the 
beginning of a new academic year, 
September marked the launching of 
the most ambitious part of PHASE 
TWO of the Century II Campaign 
— the alumni portion. 

With a goal of securing $1.25 
million in cash and pledges by June 
30, 1986, the alumni portion of 
PHASE TWO is focusing on 
support for computers, scientific 
equipment, the Annual Support 
Fund (ASF) and endowment 
growth. 

Headed by Garry L. Pote ’68, 
senior vice president of the Banque 
de Nationale de Paris in New York 
City and a member of Juniata’s 
Board of Trustees, the alumni 
campaign has already enlisted the 
help of 350 volunteers. Each of 
these volunteers will be visiting or 
phoning alumni living in their 
region, seeking pledges for PHASE 
TWO. Direct contact with all alumni 
is the ultimate goal. 

To get the campaign off to a 
strong start, kick-off meetings have 
occurred in key regions, beginning 
in Huntingdon Sept. 17. To date, 
13 meetings have been held in 
western and central Pennsylvania, 
the Baltimore/Washington, D.C. 
region, western Maryland and 
Connecticut. In March, kick-off 
meetings are scheduled for eastern 





the Annual Support Fund. “For the 
first time, people will be able to 
make three year pledges to the 
ASF,” Pote said. “This is important 
to the campaign since these pledges 
will help satisfy current matching 
grants and allow the college to plan 
for the future.”

With the cost of higher education 
increasing each year, scholarship 
assistance is becoming crucial for 
many students. Since more than 80 
percent of Juniata’s students receive 
some form of financial aid, 
expanding the college’s endowment 
for scholarship assistance has 
become a major goal of PHASE 
TWO of the Century II Campaign. 

For the 1985-86 academic year, 
Juniata students received an average 
financial aid package of $5,975. 
Approximately $1.5 million in aid 
has been made available to Juniata 
students through the college this 
year. Of that amount, $1.3 million 
came in the form of gift (grant and 
scholarhip) aid, and increase of 
some $200,000 over the previous 
year. 

In recent months, several new 
scholarships have been established 
as part of PHASE TWO and 
additional scholarships are being 
sought. 

The Amoco Foundation, Inc. of 
Chicago recently announced it’s 
support of a $20,000 grant for 
scholarships at Juniata over the next 
two years. These scholarships are 
designed to assist worthy students 
studying mathematics, engineering 
or the natural sciences. 

A contribution of $50,000 has 
been made to the college by the 
Surdna Foundation of New York 
City. These funds are to be added 
to the foundation’s existing 
scholarship endowment established 
in 1976. With this new grant, the 
total value of the Surdna 
Foundation Scholarship Fund is 
$75,000. Funds from the scholaship 
endowment are awarded annually to 
worthy students who would not 
otherwise be able to attend the 
college. 
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Harry M. Metz ’37 of Huntingdon, president of the Founders Club, a

The S. Selina Cramer Memorial 
Scholarship was established recently 
to honor the late Mrs. Cramer of 
Mifflin, Pa., who sent three sons to 
Juniata: Richard D. Cramer ’35, 
John M. Cramer ’39 and Harry R. 
Cramer °41. This scholarship is 
aimed at assisting worthy students, 
with preference given to those from 
Juniata County. 

Harry M. and Catherine M. Metz 
37-38 of Huntingdon have 
established a new scholarship to 
assist worthy Juniata students 
majoring in business. Preference 
will be given to students living in 
Huntingdon or Mifflin counties. 
Harry Metz is currently chairman of 
the Founders Club at Juniata. 

Scholarships also have been 
established by the classes of ’35 and 
’36 as part of their 50th reunion 
projects. 

Designed to aid worthy students, 
members of the class of 1935 have 
thus far raised $13,000 for an 
endowed scholarship. The class of 
1936 is in the process of raising 
funds to increase the endowment of 
the John N. Stauffer Humanities 
Scholarship. The late Dr. Stauffer, 
president of Juniata from 1968-75, 
was a member of the class of 1936. 
The Stauffer scholarship is awarded 
to a senior humanities major who 
has demonstrated outstanding 
ability and personal character in the 
first three years of study at Juniata. 

Local businesses and industries 


have always played an important 
role in helping area students attend 
Juniata. These scholarships, which 
vary in amount, illustrate the 
important partnership between the 
college and the community. They 
encourage local students to attend 
college and recognize the strength 
of Juniata’s academic program. 

In recent months, scholarships 
have been established by such area 
businesses as the Cove Shoe 
Company of Martinsburg, 
McDonald’s of Huntingdon, First 
National Bank of Everett, Lloyd 
Home and Building Centers, First 
National Bank of Mapleton (now 
Mellon Bank), D.W. Miller, Inc. of 
Huntingdon, the Pepsi Cola 
Company of Saxton and the Elco 
Corporation of Huntingdon. 

Another businessman from 
eastern Pennsylvania has established 
a merit-based scholarship to aid 
students. William F. Tinsley, DMD, 
an orthodontist with offices in 
Bangor and Lehighton, established 
the scholarship to help students 
living in that region. 

Building the endowment in 
support of student scholarships will 
remain an important part of the 
Century II Campaign throughout 
PHASE TWO. Anyone interested in 
establishing a new scholarship or 
contributing to an existing one 
should contact the Office of College 
Advancement.

PHASE TWO Progressing Well 


Progress and commitment are the 
key words as PHASE TWO of 
Juniata’s Century II Campaign 
moves into its final six months. 

Launched in October, 1984, 
PHASE TWO is designed to take 
the $20 million campaign from $10 
million to $14.8 million by June 30, 
1986. As of Nov. 30, 1985, the 
campaign total stood at $13.8 
million in cash and pledges. 

In reviewing the status of PHASE 
TWO, campaign chairman Joseph 
R. Good ’33, chairman emeritus, 
Hollidaysburg Trust Company, 
expressed his pleasure with the 
campaign's progress. “When we 
launched PHASE TWO, we set a 
goal of raising $4.8 million in two 
years. It was an ambitious 
undertaking toward which we have 
made phenominal progress, but 
with six months remaining in the 
campaign, we need an additional $1 
million in cash and pledges to reach 
our objective.” 

The largest single gift in PHASE 
TWO thus far is the $1.1 million 
conference center in Williamsburg 
donated by Westvaco Corporation. 
The gift included 70 acres of land, 
the conference center, two other 
residential structures and a 
freshwater spring. 

The Juniata College Conference 
Center at Williamsburg is now in 
use and available for business and 
small group educational functions. 

One of the major goals of PHASE 
TWO is raising $1 million for 
Juniata’s new computer system 
which has greatly enhanced the 
college’s academic program. A 
$250,000 one-for-one matching 
grant from the Pew Memorial Trust 
for the computerization program 
has been successfully completed. 

“The Pew grant has brought us to 
the halfway mark in the 
computerization program,” Good 
noted. 

The college’s effort to enhance 
and replace scientific equipment 
also has benefited from a challenge 
grant. A two-for-one, $150,000 


grant has been secured from the 
Whitaker Foundation and to date, 
$162,000 of the $300,000 needed to 
satisfy the grant has been pledged. 
This effort must be completed by 
May 31, 1986. 

The proposed Peace and Conflict 
Studies (PACS) Institute also is the 
subject of a challenge grant. An 
anonymous benefactor has issued a 
three-for-one $100,000 challenge to 
be completed by 1987. 

The Rev. Dr. M. Andrew 
Murray’s successful “Swim for 
Peace” in September raised $30,000 
for the PACS Institute. Murray 
swam 20 miles of Raystown Lake, 
soliciting pledges for each mile. 
Approximately $75,000 has been 
raised for the PACS Institute to 
date. 

Expanding the college’s 
endowment for student scholarship 
support is another key goal of 
PHASE TWO. Good noted that 
significant progress has been made 
in this year as well (see separate 
story). 

Finally, the Annual Support Fund 
(ASF) is an important part of the 
campaign. With the goal set at 
$275,000 again this year, the ASF is 
crucial in the college’s ability to 
provide essential scholarship 
assistance and academic program 
needs. As of Nov. 30, the ASF stood 
at $51,500. 

This year’s ASF chairman, David 
Beachley ’77, president of Beachley 
Furniture Company in Hagerstown, 
Md., noted that the ASF is an 
important part of the college’s day- 
to-day operating budget. Beachley 
has served as a Class Fund Agent 
for the Annual Support Fund for 
several years. Last year, he 
coordinated a special effort to 
increase the contributions of recent 
Juniata graduates and helped the 
college achieve its largest ASF total. 

Good praised the commitment 
Juniata alumni and friends have 
made thus far to PHASE TWO. 
“Juniata has very loyal alumni and 
friends, and their continued

support will be needed in order to 
bring PHASE TWO to a successful 
conclusion in June,” Good said.

Grant to Fund 
New Science 
Equipment 


A $10,000 grant for scientific 
equipment has been awarded to 
Juniata College by the Atlantic 
Richfield Foundation of Los 
Angeles. 

In announcing the grant, 
President Frederick M. Binder said 
the funds would be used to replace 
and improve scientific equipment at 
the college. Dr. Binder added that 
the grant will help fulfill a challenge 
grant, part of the college’s current 
Century II Campaign.

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Planned Giving Programs 


The planned giving program at 
Juniata has been strong for many 
years and has provided a significant 
portion of the funds contributed to 
the college. While the tax 
advantages of a planned gift 
provide a strong motivation, the 
appeal of this type of gift lies in the 
mutual benefits to Juniata and the 
donor. 

Pooled Income Fund 

The Pooled Income Fund (PIF) is 
a prime example of the benefits of a 
planned gift. When a donor 
contributes to the PIF, he or she 
receives a tax deduction based on 
the size of the gift and the donor’s 
age. If the gift consists of 
appreciated property, capital gains — 
taxes are also avoided. During life 
(which may be the life of the donor 
or another beneficiary or both), the 
donor receives income based on the 
current rate earned on the PIF — 
11.375 percent last year. Juniata 
receives the principal at the donor’s 
death to use for such things as 
scholarships, academic programs or 
buildings. 

For example, assure Anne 
Alumna (age 71), donates $10,000 
worth of stock which she bought 30 
years ago for $1,000 and which pays 
dividends at 5 percent. If she sold 
the stock, she would have to pay a 
capital gains tax of $1,800, leaving 
her only $8,200 to invest. If she 
donated to the PIF, she receives a 
current income tax deduction of 
$3,753, does not have to pay the 
$1,800 of capital gains tax and 
receives at high rate of income 
annually ($1,137.50 last year) on the 
full $10,000 value. 

The logic of this example appeals 
to many people. In fact, there are 
now 35 beneficiaires participating in 
Juniata’s PIF. Current assets in the 
fund amount to more than © 
$1,700,000. The two most recent 
gifts totaled almost $90,000. 
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| Offer Numerous Benefits 


Juniata Life Program 

The Juniata Life program uses a 
new life insurance product to allow 
a donor to build a substantial 
endowment at a relatively low cost. 
Juniata College becomes owner and 
beneficiary of the policy and the 
donor is allowed to deduct the 
annual premium from income taxes. 

Take Alex Alum, age 45. Alex 
can, by pledging $1,900 a year for 
eight years, create an endowment of 
$100,000 in his name. This 
endowment can be used to fund a 
scholarship or perhaps endow a 
department, such as chemistry or 
business. In fact, at the end of the 
pledge period, Juniata will begin to 
receive annual amounts from the 
fund. This means that the donor 
can have the satisfaction of seeing 
the gift work during his/her 
lifetime. Participation in the Juniata 
Life program at the $100,000 level 
also entitles the donor to 
membership in the Quinter Society, 
a club for donors who have 
contributed at least $100,000 during 
a lifetime to Juniata College. 

Bequests 

Juniata depends on the lifetime 
contributions of alumni and friends. 
Leaving a bequest to the college can 
be a final expression of a donor’s 
support and concern for the college. 
It may be the best way for some 
donors to be sure that they will not 
be deprived of assets they may need 
during their lifetime. 

Last year, bequests to the college 
totaled almost $125,000. Some of 
these bequests were left as 
scholarships; some replaced the 
former annual giving of the donor: 
some were left unrestricted to the 
college to be used as needed. All 
bequests have meant a great deal to 
Juniata. +
